DIST. 37 SPORTS COMMITTEE 
CRACKS DOWN ON CLUBS 


The District 37 rule that clubs must 
have results of a run to the riders and 
to the District stewards within two weeks 
following the event has been strictly en- 
forced recently. 

Clubs that are being assessed the full 
penalty, that of losing the right to throw 
District 37 point runs in 1969, are the 
Pasadena M.C., who host the Greenhorn 
Enduro every year, the Jack Rabbits and 
the Hilltoppers. Pasadena got their re- 
sults out to the riders in time but did 
not get the information into the stewards 
until 73 days after the last Greenhorn, 
The Jack Rabbits were one day late to 
the riders and late the the stewards, and 
the Hilltoppers late to the stewards. 
Should the club at fault not get the re- 
sults in within 31 days, their individual 
members also lose 50 riding points each 
along with the first penalty. 

This rule was approved by the clubs 
of District 37 to prevent some of the 
more unorganized clubs from taking all 
the time in the world to get around to 
figuring and sending out results. The 
District stewards in aprticular were 
having a bad time with the slower clubs 
because they couldn't keep the individual 
rider points up to date when results ar- 
rived weeks after a run, This is how- 
ever, the first time the rule has been 
enforced. 


BOYCOTTS BRANDS WHICH 


FAVOR RESTRICTIONS 

The subject of mandatory protective 
headgear (helmets) legislation may ap- 
pear to be a strange one to discuss at 
this time since we in California have just 
defeated legislation of this type. How- 
ever similar legislation may again be 
proposed here and cyclists in many 
other states are still oppressed by man- 
datory helmet (and other protective 
clothing) laws. 

It is not a widely known fact, but two 
of the most prominent manufacturers of 
motorcycles support mandatory helmet 
legislation. Some time ago I learned that 
the manufacturer (Honda) of the motor- 
cycles I then owned supported mandatory 
helmet legislation. I informed them that 
if they did not change their position I 
would change brands of motorcycles and 
would personally boycott their products, 
As could be expected the actions of one 
customer did not excite them in the 
least and they have not changed their 
postion. In preparation to changing 
brands I wrote other manufacturers to 
find their positions on the question of 
mandatory helmet legislation, I received 
replies from representatives of all of 
the major manufacturers, Most encour- 
aged the use of helmets as safety de- 
vices, However only Honda and Yamaha 
supported mandatory helmet legislation. 
The management of Triumph, BSA, and 
Suzuki support the position of the Cali- 
fornis Motorcycle Safety Council which 
opposes legislation making the wearing 
of helmets mandatory, Harley-Davidson 
supports the position of the Motorcycle, 
Scooter and Allied Trades Association 
which also opposes mandatory helmet 
laws, American Kawasaki replied that 
they did not have a stated position on the 
question but stated ‘“‘The consensus of

opinion among our knowledgable motor- 
cycle people leads us to the following: 
We are opposed to mandatory safety 
helmet.” 

I believe the stand taken by the major- 
ity of the manufacturers is the correct 
one. The manufacturers do have the duty 
to advise their customers in the use of 
appropriate safety equipment (such as 
helmets), but they do not have the duty 
nor the right to try to enforce their use, 

Both Honda and Yamaha lost profit- 
able sales to me. I will continue to boy- 
cott their products as long as their posi- 
*ion on mandatory safety helmet legis- 
lation remains unchanged. Naturally they 
will be forced to pay attention if enough 
riders do this. The position of a manu- 
facturer is likely to carry much more 
weight with legislators than that of an 
individual but both Honda and Yamaha 
would have to yield their positions under 
the economic pressure of an effective 
boycott. 

We are right in our fight against man- 
datory safety helmet (and other protec- 
tive clothing) legislation as has been 
shown in some courts, but continued 
support of the legislation by Honda and 
Yamaha will cause the battle to end such 
legislation to be longer, harder and more 
costly. For this reason I hereby request 
Yamaha, and again Honda, to change 
their position and oppose mandatory 
safety helmet legislation.

The shocking occurrence took place 
over the Labor Day weekend, and ac- 
cording to Mgr, Ted Douthet, the vandals 
apparently poured muriatic acid over all 
the bikes, wiping out the seats, chrome, 
etc., and got to a supply ofpartsas well. 

All the machines, were enclosed by а 
chainlink fence topped with barbed wire,

Practice ran until four o’clock Satur- 
day with the California riders especially 
enjoying the novelty of running in deep 
wood shavings strewn over the track to 
help cut down any dust problems for the 
spectators. They sure make a neat 
cushion! All through the day the riders 
kept arriving.

O ver the rolling, grassy hills go a tightly-knit group of 150cc Juniors. 


Club came in a big bus (Alberta and 
British Columbia have quite a thing going 
between their riders as to who is better) 
and a group arrived from Prince George 
way up in B,C., both groups traveling 
over 700 miles one way to enter. South- 
ern California fielded John Rice, Kurt 
Lohmeyer, Larry Nolen and Larry Ver- 
doorn with a nice number coming up from 
Washington and Oregon to round out the 
Yankee contingent. Everyone practiced 
as much as they wished and after it was 
called, out went the hosting Totem M.C., 
to change the course in sections so that 
all riders would have a fresh start 
Sunday morning. 

Saturday night...yes...Saturday night. 
Well, no one can say that Canadians 
aren't hospitable! We mean this sincere- 
ly. Members of the Totems took the 
United States riders into their homes for 
the whole duration of their stay including 
those who made a trip out of it and went 
up with their wives and children, Satur- 
day night we had dinner at Wally and 
Joan Sukaroff's home followed by bench 
racing and the drinking of “Logies,” a 
concoction of Monte Darling (now living 
in Washington) that has gone over big ‘up 
there. These helped all of us sustain a 
nice little glow when the rain started that 
night and rain it did, all night and way 
into race day but it was a treat for us 
Southerners to smell green wet growing 
things. The local people looked more 
dismal about the rain than we did but 
once again they went all out and there 
wasn't one rider who lacked for appro- 
priate foul weather gear if he hadn't 
brought any. 

We'd like to guess that just about 
everyone dropped it at least once in 
practice or the early rounds, The soilis 
clay, getting like bear grease when wet 
and no knobby in the world gives you 
enough traction, The wood shavings beat 
down into the earth helping considerably 
but there was one section under the trees 
that made for wild and woolly exhibitions 
of riding all day long even after the rain 
let up. John Rice crashed right at our 
feet there and John doesn't go down 
very often, 

The 100cc class started the show, all 
18 of *em with Stan Amor (Zundapp) 
grabbing off the lead and Hank Van 
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The course was abouta 
half-mile in length, fast and bumpy, with a big jump in the middle of the straightaway. 


Breugel (M-B) right after him. Hank 
took over and won the round with Amor 
second and Grant Johnson (M-B) third. 
But things always change in moto-cross; 
as the rounds progressed it was Grant 
Johnson the overall winner, Van Breugel 
and Amor were back in 4th and 5th with 
Hodaka rider Harry Canfield second and 
Al Pendergast (M-B) third. 

The course wasn’t too long, maybe 
half-a-mile, but you didn’t get any chance 
to rest. It was fast and bumpy, up and 
down and the big jump was in the middle 
of the straight by the scoring and sound 
booth and there was enough racing to 
keep even the diehards happy. The 
100cc's went 8-lap rounds, the 250 
Seniors, and the 500 Juniors and Seniors 
went 10-lap rounds and the Grand Prix 
for high point men of the day went 25 
laps, No wonder some of the qualifiers 
for that declined to ride! 

The 250 Juniors had a bit of confusion 
in their class, All 28 of them started out 
on the first 10-lap round which was 
black-flagged early when the leaders 
started lapping the slower ones making 
it extremely difficult to score, so the 
class was split into Group I andII, Group 
I took off on their first round of six laps 
with half of the troops still in the pits so 
after it was run it was cancelled and they 
all got a chance to start from scratch. 
Each man went three six rounds plus a 
fourth if he made the top seven in finish- 





ing positions, Some of the riders ended 
up riding the first ten, and the firstcan- 
celled Group I plus all the others, and to 
most of them it was water off a duck's 
back, They should come South and hear 
the groans from a lot of our guys if they 
have to ride more than five laps! 

Two riders who survived all of this 
were Californians Larry Nolen( Yamaha) 
who got 6th in his class and 9th in the 
Grand Prixand Kurt Lohmeyer (Bultaco). 
Kurt made a. sortie off the track into the 
bushes Saturday getting a fat lump on his 
leg in the process but wouldn’t give up 
and continued on through Sunday (al- 
though hurting) to end third over-all in 
class behind Wayne Schuler (Bultaco) a 
young Canadian who goes very fast and 
CZ-mounted Peter Wuntke from Calgary. 
Our ‘‘hero’’ in that class was Ron Metz 


from Prince George on a brand new 


PurSang. Ron blew his Greeves in Satur- 
day practice but he was on holiday and 
was determined to ride at any cost. He 
hadn't driven 800 miles just to ride 
practice laps! So down they all went to 
the local dealers and after being made a 
very good deal, Ron was back in action 
again aboard his new scooter, and very 
well he did too considering shift pattern 
and handling differences. He won two 
heats but over-all points ended him 
seventh.

PACOIMA, Cal., Sept. 7 — In what will 
have to go into the books as one of the

Schultz, Bruce ‘‘Where’d He 
Go??? Haserot, DeWayne ‘‘Skeeter’’ Kee- 
ter, Don “Mr. Motorcycle” Hawley, 
John ^*'The Swifty" Hateley and Sonny 
“The Nerf’’ Nutter, Merely seven of the 
hottest hotshoes ever to persuade a 
track operator to allow them through 
the pit gates. And they turned eight L.A. 
Tigers every way but loose, all the 
while they were really yanking the tails! 


Team Effort 


As a matter of fact, they yanked hell 
out of them starting from the first heat 
race, and progressively got more sadis- 
tic as the evening went along. Formed on 
the line for that first team effort were 
Jack O’Brien and Rick Woods for the 
Tigers, while representing the Red 
Devils, Jimmy Nicholson and Elliott 
Schultz rolled under the starting flag. 
And, with O’Brien taking an immediate 
lead off the first turn, Nicholson and 
Schultz — with a perfect team effort — 
anchored down the second and third spots, 
thereby saving an equalizing three points 
for their crew.

Fast Heat To Nicholson 


But where did this classic bit start to 
happen? Right here...in the fifth team 
event. Nicholson and Schultz for the Red 
Devils were being opposed by the L.A, 
Team of Conserriere and Chuck ‘The 
Professor” Jones, And Nicholson, in his 
inimitable style, juiced his machine into 
a broadslide directly off the line and into 
the first corner. Then, as they went into 
the east turn, Jimmy, who by this time 
looked as though he had the whole affair 
wrapped and delivered for the Valley 
boys, saw a chance to help his running 
mate, Schultz, As a result, Nicholson

MOJAVE, Cal., Sept. 8 — It was truly a 
championship course: One hundred miles 
of rough Mojave Desert territory, with 
steep uphills, rugged downhills, and fast,

overall and 175 went to Ken Greene on a 
Bridgestone powered Tohatsu(Bridgesu? 
Tohatstone?), This is also a Power Re- 
search machine so this saved the day for 
them, In second, and making a serious 
bid to capture the class, was 1966 175 
champ Ral LeClercq (Ducati), 

The 250 GP was a real crowd thriller, 
as 32 15-inchers lined up for the Main, 
Heat winner Jody Nicholas lit off and 
nailed down an early lead. The expected 
battle between Jody and Art Baumann 
fizzled when Art’s ride seized in prac- 
tice, Holding down second, and gaining a 
measure of revenge on Mike Lane, was 
David Scott, Lane, in third, was on a 
Yamaha, as were Scott and Nicholas, 
Fourth went to Don Emde, after a race- 
long scrap with Steve McLaughlin (Ya- 
maha), Emde’s Suzuki was the only brand 
other than Yamaha in the top six, Round- 
ing out the point winners was Joe Hamil- 
ton (Yamaha). 


Sidecar Scrap 

Following the 250 was an eight-lapper 
(16 miles) for Sidecars. The lead was 
grabbed by the team of Reg Pridmore 
and Ernie Caesar, hotly chased by Doug 
Bingham and Ed Wade, Pridmore de- 
veloped gremlins and Bingham developed 
2 desire to win, and so it went, In second 
was the 350 Yamaha powered outfit of 
Oswald Auer and Bob Cummings. 

The final saw the Daytona runnerup and 
near Indy winner 350 Yamaha onthe pole 
ridden by Art Baumann, His reputation 
preceded him but nothing else did as he 
led the entire 30 miles for an unhurried 
win, Holding a strong second for a while 
was Jack Simmons (Norton), but his 
chances died with an engine problem, 
Second overall and second 350 was the 
Bridgestone of Don Vesco, A real scrap 
for first 500 honors took place between 
Reg Pridmore and Tony Murphy, both on 
Manx Nortons, and Murphy miscalculated 
the Grandstand corner in trying to pass 
Pridmore and unloaded, Murphy’s Norton 
became the unwilling target of Ed Ford, 
who catapulted across the track specta- 
cularly, This mishap moved Dave Allee 
and his Honda into second, followed by 
Dick Kilgroe, also Honda mounted, A big 
surprise came when production winner 
Roland Pagan snuck his 650 Triumph into 
the lead of the 1000cc class, but he too 
suffered some sort of mechanical failure, 
allowing George Kerker to take over.

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Season Harvest 
At San Angelo

SAN ANGELO, Tex., Aug. 25 — As the 
1968 season draws near a close, the 
final road race meet at San Angelo was 
reduced to a program of three fifty- 
mile races — 200cc, 350cc and Open, 

From the very first it was apparent 
that the 200cc clash would be a close 
one; for lap after lap the trio of David 
Watkins (175cc Bultaco), George Johnson 
(180cc Yamaha) and Johnny Bryant(175cc 
Honda) towed each other about the course, 
swapping positions continually. Then on 
the tenth lap Bryant's Honda went onto 
one cylinder, and Watkins and Johnson 
set off together to lap the remainder of 
the field, a feat which they accomplished 
when they simultaneously came upon 
Richard Bates and Dave Carpenter, who 
had advanced to third and fourth places 
on their 175cc Hondas. On the 19th lap 
the leaders had put even more distance 
on the next two places, but at that point 
George Johnson unloaded mightily and 
Bates and Carpenter came by to unlap 
themselves from him, Before they could 
come around again, Johnson got his Ya- 
maha uncurled and slipped back into the 
fray, now slightly more than a lap behind 
Watkins. Even though he managed to get 
back into the same lap, Johnson was 
never any threat, and Dave cruised in to 
another victory, his second in a row. 
David Watkins, in spite of having an 
artificial leg and steel hooks for fingers 
one one hand, has finished consistently 
in the top running this season. 

In the 350cc race Larry Beall, on a 
high-rise Yamaha, seemed to be giving 
Mike Cone (TD1-C Yamaha) a very seri- 
ous challenge as he led Mike for the first 
nine laps, but, according to Harry Cone, 
Mike was sandbagging, and with much 
more speed down the straight he easily 
took over the lead and held it until the 
16th lap, at which time the chrome 
plating on one cylinder let goand stopped 
the Cone bike for the first time this 
year. Lloyd Redman (250cc Kawasaki) 
and Jet Tharp (250cc Yamaha) brought up 
second and third places. 

Larry Beall had broken his Open Class 
mount, the 650cc Triumph from D&L 
Triumph of Austin, in practice, and he 
was forced to run his race-weary Ya- 
maha against the Rusty Bradley 650cc 
Triumph. This he did even better than 
any other entry in the Open Class, des- 
pite the presence of a pair of stream- 
lined 650's in addition to the usual field 
of hotshoe riders, But to no avail. By the 
ninth lap, Bradley had lapped even Beall, 
and with the relentlessness of a born 
hunter he set out to lap him again, Even 
had Beall managed to stay in the con-

test, it is certain that Bradley would 


have put yet another lap on him, for the 
Triumph was circulating at 1:41, faster 
than the fastest time posted by any 250 
on the course (Art Baumann’s 1:43 plus 
of July 7), and Beall was taking 1:47 per 
lap, Larry soon shattered the Yamaha, 
however, giving Wesley Crane (650cc 
BSA) and John Rufenaft (441cc BSA) 
second and third, 

So ends the season at San Angelo, and 
what an epic tale it has been. Besides 
the racing there, we watched from month 
to month as the maize crop in the infield 
grew to maturity, and finally, on this last 
race day, witnessed the fruition of the 
season's campaigning — great piles of 
grain standing in the middle of the pave- 
ment at one corner and on one of the 
straights, No instructions were given as 
to which side of the harvest to pass on, 
but most of the riders made up their 
minds one way or the other — usually at 
blinding speed. What a refreshing ex- 
perience it is to race in Texas,

What now has to be one of the finest of 
the big class of competition motorcycles 
being imported into the good ol’ U.S.A, 
started life a little over two years ago 
as the Maico X4 360 and had some very 
disconcerting features, The old X4 as it 
is now known, was a real @#$%¢&* to 
start and had a rather awkward feel to 
it, Then the compression release was 
incorporated into the barrel and this 
was a vast improvement, The release 
lever that was located on the left side of 
the handlebars was pulled in and you 
simply had to kick the machine to life 
with the release in operation. This is 
great if only for the one kick that is 
usually needed to bring this rather 
healthy beast life, Frank Cooper, dis- 
tributor for the Maico line, and Brian 
Fabre, a close friend and engineer, 
worked hand in hand to develop the Maico 
into the fine piece of equipment that it is 
today. It is my guess that Frank's close 
relations with the Maico factory and 
their listening to his suggestions and 
doing something about them has been 
instrumental in the development of the 
X4A into one of the top moto-cross ma- 
chines available to the American con- 
sumer today. In fact, the X4A’s price is 
very reasonable in comparison to the 
going prices for machines in this class; 
in fact it’s the lowest list price of the 
bunch, List is $1098.00. 

With the new frame that is nowa stock 
item and the new engine characteristics 
it looks as if this is a completely new 
motorcycle from the ground up. The 
handling can only be described as one of 
the best and that’s no passive statement. 
The X4A handles in the corners, whether 
rough or billiard table, takes the wide 
open desert type terrain in stride, and 
goes through mud (moto-cross) like a 






The noted Baja Blow-Hole will sometimes 
shoot water ten stories high. 


Just a few paved miles south of the 
beautiful Baja resort city of Ensenadais 
a natural wonder which, if it were inour 
country, would be declared a national 
monument, so spectacular is its aquatic 
display. The phenomemon occurs when 
the pressure of the tidal surge builds up 
in a subterranean cave which blows like 
a safety valve on a steam boiler, With a 
roar equal to the noise of a jetliner at 
takeoff, it spews tons of water skyward, 
often reaching altitudes of 200 feet. As 
the spray descends onto the cliffs, rivu- 
lets create beautiful little waterfalls. 
The blow hole is known in Spanish as 
*La Bufadora" which translated into 
English means ‘‘The Snorter,’’ 

We, on our BMW, met our traveling 
companions, Harry and Helen Teachout 
riding their full dress Harley 74, at 8 
o’clock on an overcast July morning and 
headed down Interstate 5 toward the in- 
ternational border. As previous accounts 
have dealt with the details of the border 
crossing we'll skip all but the admonition 
to be sure and obtain Mexican insurance 
at the line, A policy of full coverage in- 
surance costs only $3.17 minimum, 

As we have already covered the ‘‘Via 
Libre” (Free Way) and the little towns 
and villages that line it, weagreed to take 
the new ‘‘Via Cuota’”’ (Toll Road) all the 
way with one stop for refreshments, To 
further confuse the issue inanattemptat 
clarification, we must explain that the 
free way is justaroadthatyoucan travel 
at no charge to you, and in no way re- 
sembles a freeway as we know them, On 
the other hand the beautiful, wide paved 
toll road is a limited access expressway 
that compares very favorably with our 
freeways. In fact the road signs that are 
painted in English for the benefit of the 
American tourists refer to the toll road 
as ‘*The Freeway.” 

To reach the beginning of the new high- 
way, we take second street (Calle 2a) 
west right out of town, Just before we 
reach the new Plaza Monumental bull 
ring at Playas de Tijuana (Tijuana 
Beach), the road takes agradual swing to 
the south and shortly we arrive at the 
first toll gate where they collect two 
pesos (16¢ U.S.) from each cycle, This 
‘toll gets you to the Rosarito gate where

champ. Power is immediate no matter 
what gear or situation you might be in, 
and this comes from the widened power 
band that now revs to approximately 
8500 revs with three to four more horse 
on tap. This makes the X4A power band 
very wide and pulls super strong all the 
way through. A new forged Mahle piston 
with the Dykes compression ring is now 
being used and works very well. Beefed 
up crankpin to a full 25mm will bring out 
more bearing area and thus longer engine 
life. A needle bearing is now incorpor- 





you will be charged two and one-half 
pesos (20€ U,S.). You can now go all the 
way to the city of Ensenada with only one 
more toll of three pesos (244 U.S.) at 
the southern terminal of the highway. 

This new road, which costs thecyclist 
only 60€, nicks the automobile driver 
$2.40. Consequently, it is very sparsely 
traveled and the cycle enthusiast is not 
greatly bothered by the stupid freeway 
antics which we findon our super-choked 
highways here in the States, We would 
say that it is worth the price just to get 
away from the autoists. We might add 
that it is impossible to get off the ex- 
pressway at the famous old Half Way 
House. Several truckloads of earth have 
been dumped at the entrance of the ac- 
cess road, blocking it effectively. A few 
miles further south is La Fonda where 
you can stretch your legs and get refresh- 
ments, The place is very clean, the cof- 
fee is goodand the prices are reasonable, 

Tourist Haven 

Ensenada, the terminus of the annual 
Cycle News-sponsored tour is the third 
largest city in Baja California (42,770 in 
1960), In the winter, the climate is a 
little chilly with an average temperature 
of 57.9 degrees from November to April, 
but in the summer months itis a delight- 
ful place to be, The average temperature 
from May to October is 65,6 degrees, 
There is usually a fog or an overcast 
in the mornings, Because of the almost 
perfect climate and the relatively low 
cost of living, many Americans have 
chosen Ensenada as a retirement haven, 
There are many fine restaurants and 
lodging place in the city. The more lux- 
urious hotels are along the-shore of the 
bay but there are nice ones in thecenter 
of town also, We stopped at Velasco’s on 
Avenida Ruiz (the main street) for a

parked our bikes in front of the restau- 
rant, next to a beautiful BSA and gleam-

ated to the small end of the rod. This 
together with the main bearings being 
lubricated by the transmission oil in- 
stead of the usual oil-gas mist method 
should provide the already reliable en- 
gine with an unbreakable unit, Something 
that may also be mentioned here is that 
the second and third gears in the trans- 
mission have been beefed up with more 
metal in the right places. The main shaft 
has also been beefed. 

As far as the exterior changes go it 
must be mentioned that the old cast 








alloy rear hub has been replaced by a 
sheet metal job that is claimed to be 
stronger and at the same time save ap- 
mately five pounds of weight. After 
a em session aboard the bike we 
noticed that we weren't near as tired as 
we would have been, say, on the old bike 
or some of the other makes on the 
market, This was probably due to the 
excellent positioning of the pegs, shift 
lever, brake, and seat. The bars weren't 
to our liking, but that's usually personal 
preference. The clutch is of the wet, 
multi-plate variety and at no time were 
we able to get it to slip even after some 
hard clutching. At no time in the test 
were we able to ground the front or back 
suspension units and they rebounded 
beautifully with none of the typical see- 
saw action. 

Carburetion is very well handled by a 
30mm Bing carburetor. Word is that the 
Bing may be replaced by a 34mm Mikuni 
that has already been tested by Cooper, 
and all that is holding it upis the factory 
negotiating with the Japanese factory 
over prices. The new hard lined and 
squared off tank is a two gallon job that 
will be fine for moto-cross and TT 
work but the four gallon jug that is 
available will be better for desert and 
the long cross country races. With the 
peak horsepower now being claimed at 
40 hp at 6500 rpm we found that to be a 
little optimistic, like most-of the other 
claimed figures by other makes, A good 
guess is 36 to 37 hp. But the 6500 rpm 
is very good in that the power is now 
coming on at a lower rev range and is 
much more usable especially in moto- 
cross. 

The Maico X4A 360cc Moto-Cross is 
one of the finest pieces of out-of-the- 
crate racing hardware available to the 
American public today, and if you don't 
believe it, ride it.

ed south out Avenida Juarez. 

About eleven miles south of Ensenada 
we stopped at the immigration check and 
although we didn't have papers, were 
permitted to go on. The name of the 
village is Maneadero and atthe south end 
of town we take the rightforkinthe road. 
The sign says '*Punta Banda,'' We travel 
southwest over a paved road through 
lush farmlands, About four miles from 
the junction we pass the Grulla gun club 
on the marshy banks of an estuary. We 
understand that it is owned or leased by 
a group of American sportsmen who find 
the duck hunting here excellent, The 
signs tell us to stay out so we speed on. 
We skirt the southern end of the estuary 
and as we reach various fishing camps 
along the southern shore of the Todos 
Santos Bay, begin a gradual climb up the 
north side of the peninsula of Punta 
Banda, Upon reaching the ridge we stop 
to view the bay and city of Ensenada but 
it is still **socked in'' at noon. Now we 
begin à descent over a curvy route to a 
cove on the south side of the point, 

On our first visit several years ago, 
there was nothing here, but nowitisa 
beehive of activity. There are several 
camp grounds which charge 50¢ per night, 
There is a ‘‘dive and grocery store’’ 
which rents scuba gear and fills tanks 
with air, and several outdoor type eating 
places where the same flies that are 
crawling over the garbage, make side 
visits to the food that is being prepared 
and eaten, If you are really hungry, you 
better wait until you get back to Ense- 
nada, The hot boiled sweet corn that you 
can buy for a dime an ear is usually 
safe, however, and is delicious, 


The Big Blow 


After we park our bikes near the end 
of the pavement we follow the rest of the 
tourists (mostly Mexicans) up a path over 
a little hill and there belowus we see the 
object of our excursion, La Bufadora. 
Sometimes it is more spectacular than 
others but doesn’t seem to have much 
connection with the height of the tide. We 
have on past occasions camped here for 
three days, observing the blow note at 
different attitudes of the tide, An oceano- 
grapher could probably come up with a

definite pattern according to the tide but 

even when it is not doing its best, it is 

still worth seeing. Perhaps you'll be 
lucky and find it really putting on a show, 
throwing water 10 stories high. 

We had been joined by a third cycle, a 
Harley Sportster, ridden by Larry John- 
son who had missed us at our starting 
point and had passed us as we were re- 
laxing in an Ensenada restaurant, He 
was greatly surprised at the presence of 
the blow hole. He has been coming to the 
end of the pavement at Punta Banda for 
years and had never known of its exist- 
ence, 

On our return trip, we toured the lux- 
ury hotel strip along the water front and 
were shocked to find the palatial Hotel 
del Pacifico, which was built by former 
heavyweight champion Jack Dempsey and 
other American businessmen during the 
late twenties as a gambling casino, was 
abandoned and being used by the opera- 
tors of the horse rental concession to 
stable their animals. For many years it 
was the height of luxury in Baja Califor- 
nia, playing host to many Hollywood 
celebrities of the silent film era, Tears 
came to our eyes as we recalled with 
nostalgia the pleasures of our misspent 
youth in the gaming rooms of this famous 
old landmark, 

After a coffee stop in town we headed 
our iron horses back towards the border. 
The trip was uneventful with the excep- 
tion of the time we passed a large open- 
bed truck which we discovered too late 
was loaded with freshly caughtanchovies, 

-going to the cannery., We all ended up 
with “‘fish juice” on our fairings, on our 
glasses, on our trousers and jackets and 
on our faces, We had to make a ten- 
minute stop to clean up a bit but I still 
noticed, when we stopped for dinner in 
Tijuana thatthe waitersand other patrons 
of the Roma Madrid restaurant lookedat 
us as though they smelled something 
unpleasant. 

Being on motorcycles, it was simple to 
skirt the long lines of traffic which was 
lined up at the border, taking only a few 
minutes where many autoists would be 
tied up for hours, As we melted into the - 
flow of the northbound Interstate 5 traf- 
fic, we waved hearty farewells hoping to 
get together soon for another out of the 
way Baja tour.

SALINAS, Cal., Sept. 8 — In a day 
filled with suspense and surprises, 
San Francisco’ s Mert Lawwill hus- 
tled his Dud Perkins Harley-Dav- 
idson to decisive victory at the 
ist Annual Salinas 11-Mile AMA 
National Championship race. Held 
on the California Rodeo Grounds 
half-mile dirt track and .presented 
by B and B Promotions, the well- 
run event brought changes in Na- 
tional points standings that tight- 
ened even more the epic struggle 
for Number One supremacy. 
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First lap and #18 Mert Lawwill (H-D) already leads #20 Gene Romero, #95 Fred Nix and #38 
Chuck Palmgren, on way to his 3rd Nat’! Championship win. 


Locked in a bitter four-way fight are 
defending champ Gary Nixon, Bart 
Markel, Cal Rayborn and Fred Nix, Only 
"1 points separated them prior to the 
11-miler, But due to his general all- 
around prowess on the half-mile(suchas 
his fine showing at San Jose the week 
before), Markel loomed as the man to 
beat, And that’s exactly what Lawwill did 
— rather unexpectedly, too. 

Three 10-lap Expert heat races set the 
stage for the drama, funneling the first 
three finishers directly to the final, and 
sending 4th, 5th and 6th place men to a 
semi-main from which the front-running 
three would fill out the 12-man field, 
With 41 Experts on hand, enough top 
riders were eventually left in the pits to 
comprise a National of their own, 

Nixon thrust ahead of fast qualifier 
Gene Romero and Jim Odom for a Tri- 
umph sweep of the initial heat, Lawwill’s 
time was quickest as he took the second 
event over Markel (H-D) and Dick Mann 
(BSA), then Dan Haaby headed fellow 
Harley rider Nix and Triumph-mounted 
Chuck Palmgren in the third. Rayborn had 
failed-to transfer out of his heat, abrupt- 
ly ending his hopes for further points 
that day. 

The 5-lap semi went to Jim Nicholson 
ahead of early leader Dick Hardmeyer 
and Paul Bostrom, thus rounding out the 
National field. All were on Triumphs, 
though Bostrom came close to losing his 
when he looked over his shoulder at the 
finish, clipped the fence and ripped off 
a footpeg.

Since the riders were inverted, Rick was 
on the outside and he figured to take his 
Eso in high and then dive under when the 
others drifted out, but he must have for- 
gotten to clear this strategy with his 
competitors as they failed to drift out 
and Woods found himself running in last 
place with three of the hardest men in the 
game to pass in front of him, Try as he 
would, Rick had to settle for fourth place 
and his first loss of the evening. Taking 
advantage of his inside starting position, 
Scott jumped out in front like a man 
possessed and rode like he was riding for 
American motherhood, apple pie and the 
mortgage on the old homesteadas he was 
getting terrific slides through the corners 
and really putting the power to the ground 
coming out, Schultz found himself hard- 
pressed to keep up and ended up con- 
centrating his efforts on keeping Mulder 
behind him in the third place slot, and 
that's the way they finished.

Now 
two of the clubs who throw good scram- 
bles have been decked for 1969 and al- 
though we realize that rules and laws 
must be enforced and no one believes in 
that good old rule book more than we, 
it’s still a shame to see this happen, 
Not only that, we know from personal 
experience how much work it is tofigure 
results. We figured out the Powder Puff 
Associations scrambles results alone 
and it took all the living room and two 
days to do it and we finally had to ask one 
of the other members to take over the 
forms that have to go back to Worthing- 
ton for the National points — and these 
were for a scrambles! Desert results 
are much harder and the Greenhorn ab- 
solutely boggles the imagination! 


AMA Says No 


Remember the Old Timers Race we 
all want for the opening of the new 
Huntington Beach track? A couple of 
weeks ago we wrote to Bill Berry, Exe- 
cutive Director of the AMA, asking per- 
mission for Eddie Mulder and Larry 
Wilburn to ride, as they both have their 
names on the District 37 perpetual tro- 
phy. Back came a very nice letter from 
Bill, which we quote in part. ‘‘Profes- 
sional riders holding Expert competition 
licenses may not participate in any 
Sportsman Scrambles, Short Track, Dirt 
Track or Road Races. l am very sorry 
but we do not have the authority to waive 
this rule for anybody. You may recall 
that Skip Van Leeuwen was set on the 
fence for violating this rule.” 

Once again we know that rules have to 
be upheld (although where the heck is it 
in the current rule book for professional 
competition?), and it’s a disappointment 
to both the men involved, but we have a 
neat idea, Why not let Mulder start the 
race and Wilburn end it? They both want 
to be there if only to spectate, Our per- 
sonal reaction to this rule? It’s always 
been interesting to us that the Experts 
are only forbidden to ride sportsman 
events where spectator fees are paid, 
They can ride the desert until they turn 
blue if they wish and everyone knows 
that desert clubs make more money from 
throwing one desert race than a scram- 
bles club does on tworuns or more under 
current circumstances, So...the reason 
of ** Well, we did it sothatthe clubs don't 
become too professional, they were mak- 
ing too much money anyway...,‘‘doesn’t 
hold water (no, the person that quote 
came from remains privileged informa- 
tion), Second thought is if that rule were 
strictly enforced you’d have lost over 
half your big-time Experts two years 
ago. In every District but this one the 
Experts ride and the District Referees 
look the other way and as a matter of 
fact some of them sneak out in this one 
too, and WE all look the other way! 

Anyway, Huntington Beach is great. 
We rode it last week and it’s more fun 
than Prado, It’s not as fast but only be- 
cause the sweeper onto the straight isn’t 
like the fast half-mile we had at Prado, 
The rest of the track is great and we 
think it was laid out to stop super-high 
speeds from building up while still al- 
lowing those with big bikes to have some 
fun once again. There's even one neat 
little “S” bend where we suspect some 
of the riders will be needing rib pads. 
It’s just built for elbows up the air, We 
can’t wait for Opening Day!

GARDENA, Cal., Sept. 6 — The shorten- 
ing of the team races from fourteen 
heats to eight, combined with the remov- 
ing of some of the heavy cushion from the 
track to make for better sliding, was met 
with approval by the growing number of 
Ascot Park speedway fans Friday night. 
The new program allowed the team riders 
to doff their team jerseys after the team 
events and ride in the regular progres- 
sive program. The team riders, whoare

The teams were pretty well evenly 
matched, but the Falcons with Jack 
O’Brien as Captain and Steve Scott as 
No. 2 man had a little more going for 
them as they swept over the Flyers with 
a total of 29 points to 19 points. Flyers 
Captain Paul Conserriere earned seven 
points to O’Brien’s nine, but it is inter- 
esting to note that the heats which pitted 
the two team captains together found 
Paul having trouble in the first one and 
finishing fourth while Jack took the win,
